nore. The score today was 9 to 3 
and spoke so loudly for itself 
nothing else was audible. | 

It was cold, bleak and gray at 
Wrigley Field today, and tonight Cihi- 
cago feels just a trifle colder ax it 
sees its Cubs entrain for Phila- 
delphia, where the third game of the 
series will be played on Friday. ‘The 
fourth game also will be plaved there 
and may be the fifth, but tofight no 
one in Chicago is any too certain 
that there will be a fifth. 

Today’s crowd numbered more! 
than 50,000 The official paid: at- | 
tendance was 49.987 and the receipts 
totaled $217,311. The paid attendance 
for the two games was 100,727 and 
the receipts $437,049. 


Fans’ Hopes Are Crushed. 


The fans came, confident that the 
Cubs would swiftly and surely square 
accounts for the defeat sustained in 
the first game. They sat, wrapped in 
furs and blankets, for it was bitter: 
cold. But for a reason not at all 
clear, the Cubs stood on the playing 
field enwrapped in a trance. 

Seldom has a contending team in a 
world’s series suffered so humiliat- , 
ing nd crushing a defeat. Connie 
Mack, the sage of Philadelphia, | 
literally overwhelmed the Cubs at | 
every turn, 

The first charge of the Athletics 
fiattened Pat Malone, ace of the 
Chicag. pitching staff, in less than 
four innings. In the third inning 
Jimmy Foxx collided with the ball | 
for a ~ »me run, his second of the | 
series, -with two comrades on the 
bases. 

In the next round the devastating 
Mack attack broke loose again, 
scored three more and drove the | 
luckless Malone from the mound. 
Thereafter, a steady procession of 
Chicago pitching talent had marched | 
te the box to meet with only vary- 
ing degrees of success, for the Mack- 
men kept right on going with Al 
Simmons contributing another home 
run in the eighth.

ROME, Oct. 9.—The Italian 
Government has forbidden thé 
sale in Italy of cheap popular edi- 
tions of some of the later works 
of Jack London, Toistoy and other 
“revolutionary” writers. The con- 
tention of the Italian Government 
is that these books, bought in 
bulk abroad by anti-Fascist inter- 
ests, were being sold in Italy at 
absurdly cheap prices as part of a 
campaign for the overthrow of 
the Fascist régime. 

The decree affects only some of 
Ja-° London’s later ‘‘revolution- 
ary’ works and not all of his 
books. Similarly it affects only 
the ultra-popular low-priced edi- 
tions of his books’ and not the 
ordinary editions which find their 
way into libraries or the hands of 
the cultured classes.

Judge Mancuso’s statement of his 
resignation follows: 


I have tendered my resignation, 
to take effect immediately, as 
judge of the Court of General Ses- 
sions, to which I was elected in 
1921, after having served as a city 
magistrate and as an Assistant 
District Attorney. 

I feel that the public is entitled 
to a statement of my reasons for 
resigning. 

I bélieve, of course, that the effi- 
cient administration of justice is 
a matter of transcendent impor- 
tance to the people of this com- 
munity and that, above all, it re- 
quires the utmost confidence in 
those who have been called upon 
to administer it. 

Since the failure of the City 
Trust Company I have been com- 
pelled to attend numerous hear- 
ings, investigations and _ confer- 
ences, and these, necessarily, have 
interfered with the sessions of my 
court. 

In view of the fact that suspi- 
cion, just or unjust, in the public 
mind has been attached to the con- 
duct of the officers of the trust 
company, I feel that my efficiency 
as a judge of the Court of General 
Sessions has perhaps been im- 
paired. 

Inasmuch as the proper admin- 
istration of justice is of more con- 
sequence to the community than 
those who may be called upon to 
administer it, I have concluded 
that the step I have taken is in 
“the best interest of the public. 

In justice to,me, however, I hope 
that the people of this community 
will form no opinion with respect 
to my acts as chairman of the 
board of the City Trust Company 
until all the facts with respect to 
its management and my participa- 
tion therein have become fully 
known. For I am confident that 
they will then conclude that, at 
most, I have been the victim of 
badly misplaced confidence in those 
whom I considered not only my 
friends but honest and above suspi-

‘1 Have Achieved More Than | Hoped,’ Says Premier 
In Reviewing the Results of His Mission Here 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—A joint statement issued to- 
day by President Hoover and Prime Minister MacDonald 
of Great Britain was supplemented this evening by the 
following communication to the press, by the 
Premier at the British Embassy: 


I have achieved more than I hoped. The one thing that 
was ever possible from a short visit like this was to get into 
personal contact with the President and to get it definitely 
stated in a common pronouncement that Anglo-American policy 
would be conducted on the assumption that not only was war 
between us impossible, but that our navies would not come into 
conflict with each other. 

We have both reiterated our adhesion to the pact of peace, 
and, moreover, have announced to the world that we are going 
to apply it in our practical policy. We have both agreed con- 
stantly to keep the pact in front of us and to use it for the pur- 
pose of coming to an agreement on subjects which have defied 
agreement up to now. 

In censequence of that, I take with me to London a series 
of questions all of which are now to be the subject of study by 
the various departments concerned and of consideration between 
the Dominions and ourselves with the object of coming to agree- 
ments upon them 

All this has been arrived at, not for the purpose of divid- 
ing America and ourselves from the rest of the world but 
rather, us is indicated in an early paragraph, to enable each 
of us to be more effective than ever in cooperating with other 
nations to establish the security of peace.

to Obtain Real Naval Disarmament and Foster 


World Peace Are Described.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—Following; now cease to influence national 
policy. We approach old historical 
problems from a new angle and in 
a new atmosphere. 

On the assumption that war be- 
tween us is banished and that con- 
flicts between our military and 
naval forces cannot take place, 
these problems have changed their 
meaning and character and their 
solution, in ways satisfactory to 
both countries, haz become possible. 

We have agreed that those ques- 
tions should become the subject of 
active consideration between us. 
They involve important technical 
matters requiring detailed study. 
One of the hopeful results of the 
visit, which is now terminating of- 
ficially, has been that our two gov- 
ernments will begin conversations 
upon them following the same 
method as that which has been pur- 
sued during the Summer in London. 


Other Nations Must Cooperate. 


The exchange of views on naval 
reduction has brought the two na- 
tions so close to agreement that 
the obstacles in previous confer- 
ences arising out of Anglo-Ameri- 
can disagreements seem now sub- 
stantially removed. We have kept 
the nations which teok part in the 
Washington Naval Conference of 
1922 informed of the progress of 
our conversations and we have now 
proposed to them that we should 
all meet together and try to come 
to a common agreement which 
would justify each in making sub- 
stantial naval reductions. 

An agreement on naval arma- 
ments cannot be completed with- 
out the cooperation of other naval 
powers, and both of us feel sure 
that, by the same free and candid 
discussion of needs which has 
characterized our conversations, 
such mutual understandings will 
be reached as will make naval 
agreement next January possible, 
and thus remove this serious ob- 
stacle to the progress of world 
disarmament. 

Between now and the meeting of 
the proposed conference in Jan- 
uary, our governments will con- 
tinue conversations with the other 
powers concerned, in order to re- 
move as many difficulties as pos- 


sible before the official and for- 
mal negotiations open. 


Agree to Fleet Parity. 


In view of the security afforded 
by the peace pact, we have been 
able to end, we trust forever, all 
competitive building between our- 


selves with the risk of war and the 
waste of public money involved, 
by agreeing to a parity of fleets, 
category by category. 

Success with the coming confer- 
ence will result in a large decrease 
in the naval equipment of the 
world, and, what is equally impor- 
tant, the reduction of prospective 
programs of construction which 
would otherwise produce competi- 
tive building to an_ indefinite 
amount. 

We hope and believe that the 
steps we have taken will be warm- 
ly welcomed by the people whom 
we represent as a substantial con- 
tribution to the efforts universally 
made by all nations to gain secu- 
rity for peace—not by military or- 
ganization, but by peaceful means 
rooted in public opinion and en- 
forced by a sense of justice in the 
civilized world.

“The emphasis in college life is 
wrong,’ according to the former 
President. ‘Scholarship has been 


| pushed aside and dwarfed by a super- 


importance that has been given to 
athletics.”’ 

Saying that ‘“‘scholarship has seemed 
definitely to assume a_ secondary 
place,’ Justice Taft continued: 

“Every one sincerely interested in 
educational problems and the future 
of our country feels deeply this over- 
emphasis of athletics and other out- 
side, non-educational activities, and} 
all are agreed that this constitutes 
a menace to our whole American 
educational system. These are not 
vague theories or hearsay. I have 
personal knowledge of what the real 
condition is. 

“For one thing, athletics have as- 
sumed a tremendous business impor- 
tance. Most of our great universi- 
ties and colleges today have profes- | 
sional athletic business managers, | 
trained publicity agents, high-priced | 
coaches, and, I am told, million-dol- | 
lar football seasons. 

“There is a definite professional 
side to all this that is not in keeping 
with educational ideals and pur- 
poses.

ciation jointly representing the 
fruit and produce receivers and 
perishable fruit and produce deal- 
ers of the wholesale fruit and pro- 
duce trade of New York and repre- 

‘sentatives of the Market Truck- 
men’s Association. 

1. House truckman is to have 
privilege of carting all goods re- 
ceived via any railroad or steam- 
ship line and for disposal on this 
market by the employer for whom 
he works. 

2. Trucks are to be unloaded 
promptly, i. e., within a reasonable 
time from time the merchandise 
is offered for delivery. Unloading 
is not to be unreasonably delayed 
for sale of merchandise on the 
truck. A sale with further delivery, 
if made, is to justify an additional 
cartage vs. buyer at 5 cents on 
baskets and small crates, 10 cents 
on larger packages; cartage is to 
be collected by the house truckmen 
on such deliveries. 

Merchandise sold and delivered 
direct from car is to be subject to 
but one cartage charge. 

3. No rebates are to be made to 
employers or their agents by house 
truckmen. 

4. House truckmen are to be per- 
mitted to employ their own loaders 
at all fruit and vegetable terminals. 

5. House truckmen are not to be 
held responsible for inspections on 
fruit and vegetables made by any 
of their employes. 

6. House truckmen are not to be 
asked to turn men out at night for 
cars not reported due for delivery 
by the carrier for the same day’s 
market. 

7. No merchandise is to be held 
on trucks or taken to garage for 
overnight. 

8. Cartage bills are to be paid 
weekly by the person, firm or cor- 
poration by whom the truckman is 
engaged. 

9. All merchandise, carted by 
trucks and not carted from com- 
mon carriers, including railroad 
terminals and yards or steamship 
terminals, shall be delivered to re- 
ceivers at the locality on West 
Street, New York City, commonly 
termed ‘‘the farm,” with the under- 
standing that delivery thereof will 
not be accepted prior to 8 P. M. 
nor later than 5 A. M. No sales 
to be permitted on ‘‘the farm.”’

Drivers, Wearing Union Buttons, 
Demand Wage Increase and 
Eizht-Hoar Day. 


About 3,000 drivers of the oil and 
gasoline trucks which carry lubri- 
cants and fuel to the various auto-

$500,000 Stracture Designed to 
Have Atmosphere of Club to 
Rise on West 12th Street. 


A striking modernistie structure 
designed by Joseph Urban will be 
erected by the New School for Social 
Research for its new home at 66-72

LOUVAIN, Bélgium, Oct. 9.— 
Whitney Warren has‘finally won his 
prolonged and spirited fight’ to*have 
his balustrade bearing an inscription 
incorporated in the memorial library 
of the University of Louvain which 
he designed. The court here, which 
he petitioned last June after the uni- 
versity authorities had insisted on 
the erection of a balustrade without 
the inscription today decided in the 
American architect’s favor: 

The sole judge who-heard the case 
based his opinion entirely on legal 
points. The inscription to which the 
university authorities objected on the 
ground that it revived war-bred 
hatreds read, ‘‘destroyed by Teu- 
tonic fury, rebuilt by American gen- 
erosity.’”? The court ordered the uni- 
versity to remove the balustrade 
without the inscription and author- 
ized Mr. Warren to replace it -with 
the one bearing the inscription. The. 
university must pay the costs of the 
court action, ut Mr. Warren’s 
claim for 2,000,000 francs (about 
$55,600) in damages was denied. 

The court’s opinion as set forth 
was based on the fact, that, the balus- 
trade inscription was included in the 
original model and the plans for the | 
library submitted to and approved by 
the university authorities. It was 
also asserted that Mr. Warren should 
not be treated merely as a profession- 
al architect, because he collected part 
of the funds for building the memo- 
rial library. 


Warren Is Gratified. 


Whitney Warren said last night he 
was much gratified at the action of 
the Louvain court. 

“T believe this decision will have an 
important effect all over the world 
upon the rights of: artists, particu- 
larly architects,’’ he said. ‘‘Hereto-

his decision seems to me to support when 


the architect’s claim to the right to 
impose his own interpretation of a 
problem.”’ 

Whether there would be an appeal 
from this decision of the court, Mr. 
Warren said last night he did not 
know. In case of an appeal, he said, 
he would fight -to, the finish-to have 
the original inscription erected on 
the library. ‘‘ 

“T have, however, no personal in- 
terest in the matter,” he said. ‘‘“My 
only object is to carry out the wishes 
of Cardinal Mercier.’’ 





Mr. Warren, who - designed - the 
library, has insisted since the begin- 
ning of the controversy that the in- 
scription be placed on the _ building 
according to his original-plans. The 
words were agreed upon, he said, by 
the late Cardinal Mercier and him- 
self. In support of.his point of view, 
Mr. Warren has argued that a ma-’ 
jority of the Belgian people as well 
as American donors of the library 
wanted the inscription imposed. 


In Controversy With Dr. Butler. 

In October. 1927, work on the facade 
of the library was stopped pending 
the outcome of a controversy which 
developed between Mr. Warren and 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, repre- 
senting the Carnegie Foundation, the 
chief donor of the new edifice. In, 
the interest of world peace Dr. But- 
ler and other members of the founda- 
tion objected to the inscription. 

The controversy came to a climax 
in June, 1928, when a crowd of sev- 
eral hundred people pulled down and 
broke to pieces the pillars of the 
balustrade of the library on which 
Mer. Ladeuze, rector of the uhiver- | 


sity, proposed to erect an inscription 
other than that called for in Mr. 
Warren’s plans. 

Two plaques which Mgr. Ladeuze 
ordered as an alternative to the War- 
ren inscription bore this legend: 

“On Aug. 25, 1914, these halls, 
within which the library was in- 
stalled, were burned by the German 

, army. They were restored between | 
1922 and 1928.’’ 

It was also rumored at the time 
that Cardinal Gasparri, the Papal | 
Secretary of State, had,composed a 
substitute Latin text in an endeavor 
to appease Mr. Warren and his 
opponents. This was reported to 
read: ‘‘Destroyed in wartime, rebuilt 
in the time of peace, thanks to Amer- 
ican gifts’’

Dr. Soper Says, After European 
Trip, That New York Lags-

PARIS,. Oct. 9.—Many European 
cities are far ahead of New York in 
street cleaning and refuse collecting 
methods, according to Dr. George A. 
Soper,, sanitary engineer and member 
of New York’s Committee of Twenty 
on Outdoor Cleanliness. He has 
studied these methods and is taking 
back many suggestions for improv- 
ing the situation in New York after 
visiting seven countries as the com- 
mittee’s investigator in the last four 
months.’ ; : 

“The improvements I have _ ob- 
served,’’ Dr. Soper said, ‘‘include 
not only more sanitary and _ syste- 
matic methods and better machinery 
but better organization. The result 
is more economical and efficient 
street cleaning. For example, Paris, 
one of the cleanest cities in the 
world, has four modern incinerators 
which convey refuse into heat which 
generates steam and power. By an 
ingenious process the cinders are 
made _ into building bricks, which

COULD WARP IT INTO PIER 


| Briton Would Run Ship Into Hangar | 
by Means of Ingenious “Land 
Docking Raft” on Rails.

LONDON, Oct. 9.—Details of his 
proposed monster airship, capable of 
landing on the water. and being 
| warped into a pier like a liner, are 
| described in a new book by Com- 
| mander Sir Charles Burney, builder 
of the giant R-100, which soon will 
leave its hangar on the first of its| 
trial flights. 

Commander Burney is convinced 
that the floating airship represents 
| a logical and necessary development 
| of the dirigible and that when built 
it will revolutionize the entire future 
of long-distance air travel. Since 
| the constructign of the R-100 began 
lhe has been experimenting in secret 
with models of the proposed sea- 
going dirigible and he is sure he has 
found a. type which will bring safety 
| and dependability to airship trans- 
| portation. 

He has called it the ‘‘eHiptical’’ 
ship because its cross-sections are} 
elliptically shaped instead of circu- | 
| larly as in existing airships. Beneath 
| its gigantic hull, built on ship’s 
| lines, will be two huge pontoons as 
| far apart as possible. They will 


| scoop up water for ballast and will 
| keep the great ship floating quietly 
‘lon the water while the passengers 
disembark by means of small boats. 

Up to now, in Commander Burney’s 
| judgment, the dirigible’s greatest 
| handicap has been its dependence on 
| fixed “bases with costly mooring 
| masts and enormous ground crews. 
| Although he pays tribute to the Graf | 
| Zeppelin and the Los Angeles as the | 
most successful of airships, even 
| these, he says, must hover helplessly 
| over landing fields. whenever there 
is a strong, gusty wind. The ellip- 
tical shape, flattened at the top and 
bottom, will expose less surface to 
side winds and will, in Commander 
| Burney’s opinion, do away with the 
| danger of overturning. 

The .present system of mooring 
masts at land stations is unsatisfac- | 
tory, Commander Burney asserts, he- | 
cause the airship, though held fast | 
by its nose, is at the mercy of sud-! 
den gusts. He suggests that the only | 
practical means of mooring an air-| 
ship on an open airdrome with the | 
possibility of getting it directly into | 
the hangar is by means of an inge- | 
nious though costly structure which | 
he calls the ‘‘land docking raft.’” | 

This consists of a telescopic moor- | 
|ing mast mounted at one end of a; 
jlong platform. -The platform is! 
pivoted at the end of a rail track 
| leading to the hangar. On either side 
| of the platform are folding vertical 
}arms which, as soon as the airship 
is moored to the mast and lowered | 
to the correct height, can be placed 
in a position alongside the airship's 
hull, holding it firmly. The whole 
structure, with the mooring mast, 
/can then be swung around like a 
| turntable until it points to the hangar | 
and run along rails into the shed 
without any danger of the airship 
being swung from its position by 


side winds. 

For his new airship, the R-100; 
Commander Burney makes no ex- 
travagant, claims and insists it is 
|'merely ‘‘experimental.’’ He charges

CORN CROP BADLY HIT 
BY FROST IN MEXICO 


Loss Is Pat at 75 Per Cent in 
Guanajuato State—Flood 
Razes Town.

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 9.—An early | 
frost has hit the corn crops on the | 
central plateau of Mexico so badly | 
as to ruin almost entirely the pros- | 
pects for this year’s harvests in th 
State of Guanajuato, according to an 
official statement. | 

Governor Agustin Arroyo of Guan- | 
ajuato reported fully to the Minis- 
ter of the Interior last night regard- 
ing the allegedly alarming condi- 
tions arising from the situation 
which has developed, and which is 
causing distress to the poorer | 
classes, due to the enormous increase | 
in prices of their staple article of 
food. 

According to Sefor Arroyo frosts | 
have ruined the crops at San Miguel 
Allende, Dolores Hidalgo, San Felipe, 
San Luis de la Paz, Ciudad Victoria 
and Obregon, those places’ constittt- 
ing one of Mexico’s most prolific | 
granaries. 

Sefior Arroyo’ personally visited 
those points and reported that 75 per 
cent of the crops were ruined, and 
he has instituted measures to pre- 
vent speculation. These measures 
were put into effect because in some 
sections the price of maize-increased 
more than 150 per cent: 

Committees to regulate prices. have 


been formed at many points in*the 
State of Guanajuato. 

Officials here are*disinclined to of- 
fer views regarding the quantity of 
corn lost, but some believe it may 
be serious enough to compel impor- 
tation. 


That the extensive damage to the |: 





crops by weather conditions was ac- 
companied by loss of life also is.re- 
ported in dispatches from Queretaro. 
According to these a cloudburst over 
Jalpan -Mountain, near the village 
of Miraflores, caused such a flood 
as to completely wipe out Miraflores. 
The dispatches assert that houses 
were washed away, crops ruimed and 
a number of shepherds drowned.

Treaty Is Twenty-First Concluded |

HOME RULE AT WORK. 


Home rule is the Sacred White 
Elephant of municipal politics. The 
right of the city to manage its own 
affairs has been the theme of cam- 
paign orators, the shrine of City 
Hall .statesmanship and the pass- 
word of political conformity since 
time out of mind. When it passed 
from aspiration into reality, what 
welkins were not rung? With tri- 
umph was the constitutional amend- 
ment of 1923 brought home.

INTERNATIONAL RESEARCH. 


There Is Need for an Organization 
to Investigate Foreign Relations. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

My purpose in writing this letter is 
to make an earnest plea for an inter- 
national research organization. 

At the time of writing, two Euro- 
pean proposals hold sway in the in- 
ternational realm, perhaps the more 
important being that of Premier 
Briand of France for a united Eu- 
rope. Less important, but neverthe- 
less significant, is the idea of For- 
eign Minister Henderson of Great 
Britain for bringing the Covenant of 
the League of Nations into harmony 
with the Kellogg anti-war pact. Now 
my proposition is that these and 
other international problems could 
be solved much more readily and ef- 
ficiently if only it were possible to 
refer them to a permanent research 
organization. Temporary commis- 
sions and committees working along 
jthis line have done their work well 
in the past. However, the advan- 
tages in having a permanent, well- 
| informed research body are incalcu- 
| lable. 
| There is no organization now in ex- 
;istence which delves into the facts 
| of international relations, racial psy- 





|chology and all the numerous things 
that enter into contacts of nation 
| with nation. These facts are certain- 
|ly worthy of intensive, comprehen- 
sive and laborious study. Through 
an international research body they 
| would be systematized, analyzed and 
|made accessible to everybody who 
needs to know them. 

Thus far, the only worth-while step 
taken along this line was the pro- 
| posal for the establishment of the 
Walter Hines Page School of Inter- 
national Relations at Johns Hopkins 
University. The idea of establishing 
; Such a school does not seem to have 
|mMade much headway. That is un- 
| fortunate. However, the fact is that 
| what we need and should have is a 
real international research body, not 
an organization limited to one coun- 
try, but truly world-wide in its per- 
sonnel and activities. 

Objections to such an undertaking 
| may abound, but the fact is that the 
world sorely needs such an organi- 
zation as outlined above. 

Perhaps it will be suggested that 
we have many peace societies which 
|are working along the same lines. 
| However, the plain fact is that 
'among the 160 peace societies of the 
| world there is no coordinated power; 
; no hard, scientific study; no sound 
| plans based on that study; and hence 

no long aggressive fight based on

COMMERCE BUREAU 
URGED FOR STATE 


Tuttle Advocates It Before 
Trade Board to Conserve 
New York’s Supremacy. 





IT WOULD GATHER DATA 





Would Check Any Tendency on Part 
of Industries to Move to Other 
Regions, He Says. 





Creation of a New York State De- 
partment of Commerce similar to 
the Federal. Department of Com- 
merce, to conserve and insure New 
York State’s supremacy in the busi- 
ness world, was advocated by United 
States Attorney Tuttle at the annual 
meeting of the New York Board of 
Trade yesterday afternoon. 

The proposal was well received. 
Coming from Mr. Tuttle, it was re- 
garded as significant in view of the 
frequent mention of his name in 
connection with the 1930 Republican 
Gubernatorial nomination. 

Other measures suggested by Mr. 
Tuttle included reform of the State 
banking law so that all firms ac- 
cepting money deposits in banking 
should be under State supervision, 
or, failing that, he required to ad- 
vertise that they were not, and es- 
tablishment of a State license sys- 
tem for stock brokerage houses. 

Mr. Tuttle said legal measures 
could supply drastic cures for evils, 
but that self-discipline was the great 
hope for a steady improvement in 
business ethics. 

“Better business,’”? he said, “‘in its 
relation to government, particularly 
better business in this State, needs, 
in my judgment, a State Department 
of Commerce, modeled on the Fed- 
eral Department of Commerce. Our 
great State is the industrial centre 
| of the world, and if we are to pre- 
serve our industrial supremacy, 
strengthen its foundations, coordi- 
nate its commercial efforts and de- 
velop its opportunities, then we 
should have in this State for the 
benefit of business in this State a 
governmental agency devoted to the 
gathering and study of commercial 
data, the constant surveying of our 
economic, industrial and agricultural 
activities and the dissemination of 
enlightened advice and information. 

“By this means any tendency vn 
the part of business to ‘move away 
from this State would be checked 
and business in the State would ac- 
quire, as it has through the Depart- 


ment of Commerce in the nation, a 
guide and spokesman who would sit 
in the cabinet of government and 
who, without usurping the function 
of existing organizations, would seek 
| to promote the commercial interests 
of the State as a whole. Such a de- 
partment, in my judgment, would 
be peculiarly advantageous to the 
city and port of New York as the 
chief focal point of commerce of 
both State and nation and would 
protect and develop its industrial 
potentialities.’’

The new edition of the Book of | 
Common Prayer of the Protestant! 
Episcopal Church, the result of fifteen : 
years of study and revision, has been | 
published and will be issued today. | 
The publication costs will be borne' 
largely by J P. Morgan, who is 
senior warden of the Church of St. 
John of Lattingtown at Locust 
Valicy, L. I. 

The new prayer book has been 
prepared by the Commission on 
Revision and Enrichment of the! 
Triennial General Convention of the | 
Protestant Episcopal Church, and} 
the last changes in the book were | 
ratified at the convention held in| 
Washington about a year ago | 
Thomas Nelson & Sons, the Oxford | 
University Press and James Pott &' 
Co. are the publishers. 


The Nelson edition bears on the fly | 
leaf an_ inscription by the Rev. | 
Iucien Moore Robinson of Phila- | 
delphia, custodian of the prayer book. 
It reads: 

“I certify that this edition of the 
Book of Common Prayer has been 
compared with a certified copy of the 
Standard Book, as the Canon directs, 
and that it conforms thereto.” 

The chairman of the revision com- 
mittee is the Right Rev. Charles 
Lewis Slattery, Bishop of Massachu- 
setts, and formerly rector of Grace 
Church in this city. Member from 
the diocese of New York are the 
Rev. Dr. Milo H. Gates, vicar of the 
Chapel of the Intercession, Trinity 
Parish, and George Zabriskie, A&A 
lawyer, who is chancellor of the dio- | 
cese. 

The Church of England has been 
wrestling for years with a revision 
of its Prayer Book, the revised ver- 
sion having twice been rejected by 
Parliament. But in America, there 
being a complete separation of 
church and State, only the general 
convention of the church itself has 
any say about the form of ritual to 
be used. 

The new prayer book contains 
many changes, notably in the word- 
ing of the marriage service. In thr 
opening sentence of this service the 
shrase “in the time of man's inne 
cency”’ has been eliminated. The 
bride will no longer promise to 
“obey’’ and “‘serve’’ her husband and 
the bridegroom no longer Says 
‘With all my worldly goods I ther 
endow.”’

BUILDING PERMITS 
SHOW 30% DECLINE 


All Sections of Country, Except 
Middle Atlantic, Report Drop 
From Totals a Year Ago. 








Except for the Middle Atlantic 
States, where a considerable rise was 
recorded, the value of building per- 
mits last month fell off in each 


geographical group of the United 
States, with especially large reduc- 
tions in New England, the South and 
the Central West, according to a com- 
pilation by R. G. Dun & Co. The 
total for the country, $130,523,500, is 
about 30 per cent less than the total 
in September, 1928. 

The percentage decline {fs some- 
what less than that reported for 
August, due to a less unsatisfactory 
showing in Greater New. York, where 
the 45 per cent drop in September 
was at a considerably lower ratio 
than in the preceding month. 

Aggregating $27,760,900, permits for 
Greater New York last month con- 
trasted with $51,200,000 a year ago, 
while the amount outside the me- 
tronolis declined to $102,762,600 from 
$122.688,900. Therefore, the decrease 
at the interior cities was about 16 
per cent. 

The favorable exhibit for the Mid- 
dle Atlantic division was due to large 
increases at Buffalo and Newark, 
while the falling off in New England 
was mainly accounted for by the 
smaller totals for Boston and Hart- 
ford. In the South, most of the lead- 
ing centres of population reported 
reduced permits, notably Atlanta, 
Baltimorg and St. Louis.

CAPE TOWN, Oct. 9.—Two Norwe- 
gian vessels are making a dash for 
the Antarctic with the object of rais- 
ing the Norwegian flag along un- 
| known stretches of coast in advance 
of Sir Douglas Mawson’s Australian 
Antarctic expedition. By claiming 
Antarctic territory the Norwegians 
hope to avoid paying royalties to 
Britain or Australia on the enormous 
number of whales caught annually 
in those waters.
